Wreckage of Lifeboats Rammed 
by Submarine—Tried to 
Leave No Trace of Crime. 


LONDON, July 1.—Seventy miles. from 
the Irish coast on the night of June 27 
a, German submarine torpedoed the 
11,000-ton hospital ship Llandovery Cas- 
tle, which had been chartered ‘by the

persons, including 80 men of the Cana- 
dian Army Medical Corps and. 14 women 
nurses. : 

Up to the latest venntte only: twenty~ 
four of those on board, including the 
Captain, had reached land. 

One of ‘the boats, containing twelve | 


nursing sisters; was seen to capsize.

The submarine commander, who. or- 
dered the Captain of the Llandovery 
Castle, seveFal Of his officers, and Major 
luyon of the Medical Corps aboard, ~de- 
clared that he had sunk the ship be- 
cause she was carrying American avia- 
tion officers_and others in the fighting 
service of the Allies. He added to this 
later by .asserting that the vessel was 
carrying. munition stores, because of an 
explosion which had occurred when the 
torpedo. struck. 

Red Cross Lights Showing. 

All > lights: -weré . burning “when ° tlie 
Llandovery ‘Castle was torpedoed. These 
included “a ‘huge electric cross over the 
bridge and strings of white and green 
lights on either’ side. ‘The red crosses 
on the sides of the vessel also were illu- 
minatéd by electric lights. 

According to Red Cross information, 
many were killed in the engine room. 
There is hardly. any doubt of this, as 
there’ was no response to Captain Syl- 
vester’s signals from the bridge after 
the. torpedo struck. As the enginemen 
were. either killed or left their \posts, 
there was no’ one to shut off the power, 
and the ship kept on her way, despite 


the great holes torn by the. torpedo, 


not beginning to slow down until the 
water rushed into the boiler room, ex- 
tinguishing the fires. 

This added to the confusion in launch- 
ing the lifeboats, There. was no panic, 
however; and by the time the Lian- 
dovery Castle lost her momentum most 
of the boats were over the side. Those 
above decks began climbing into them 
in good order. But many were unable 
to reach thé boats, and the ship was

sea, and a few of them were picked up.

94,098 were British, 80,000 were French, 
and the rest were divided among the 
Portuguese, Belgian, and American 
forces along. the front. The statment 
reads: 

After the conclusion. of, investiga- 
tions it has been found that the num- 
ber of prisoners pagsed to the rear 
through our collécting stations since 
the beginning. of our attacking battles 
on March 21 up to the present, not 
including’ the Wounded passed back to 
hospital ‘establishments, amounts to 
191,454. 

Of these the English lost 94,998, in- 
cluding four Generala and about 3,100 
officers.

GERMANS ARE TRYING

Pershing Reports Attempts Which 
Were Not Reciprocated 
by Our Soldiers. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.— Increased 
artillery activity on both sides in, the 
Ch&ateau-Thierry region is reported in 
General Pershing’s communiqué today. 

A description of recent activity in the 
sectors occupied by the American forces 
is given in the second section of his 
bulletin, which reads: : 

** Section A—Except for the increase 
of artillery 6n both sides in the Chateau- 
Thierry region, there is nothing to re- 


. ** Section B—In ‘the. Ch&teau-Thierry | pe 
region June 27.to 28, there was.no spe- 
cial activity other than that of the hos- 
tile air forces ‘and of the artillery on 
both sides. The German artillery fire 
was in. fact lighter than on the pre- 
ceding day, especially on the left half 
of our. sector.. Shrapnel and gas were 
used in moderate quantities. A large

Farm. The activity of the German air 
forces was marked.only by the fre- |.

made. 

“German machine guns were intér- 
mittently active at the points men- 
tioned in yesterday’s report.

We, the undersigned, who are mem- 
bers of the commission duly appointed 
in accordance with the provisions of 
Public Resolution No. 21, Sixty-fifth 
Congress, hereby certify that Mr. 
Garabed T, K. Giragossian showed us 
on Saturday, June 29, 1918, a model 
embodying the principles of his in- 
vention ‘known as e. ** Garabed. 
We found the model was: not in shape 
to run or to develop power. ‘he in- 
ventor admitted that he had no work- 
ing machine and that he was merely 
explaining principles. We do not be- 
lievé its principles are sound, that his 
devices are operative, or that they can 
result in the practical development or 
utilization of free energy.

Eight-Hoar Provision for Govern-

— President 
Wilson today. vetoed the annual Legisla- 
tive, Executive and Judicial Appropria- 
tion’ bill, containing the amendment e¢s- 
tablishing an eight-hour day: for Gov- 
ernment employes ‘instead of seven 
hours as’ at present. The house de- 
clined .to override the veto by a vote of 
‘240 ‘to 50, and the bill was subsequently 
passed without the objectionable sec- 
-tion eliminated. ; ; 
In -the original bill a flat increase in 
galary of $120 a year for all employes 
‘who have joined the Federal service 
since Jan. 1, 1916, was provided as a 
recompense for the, additional hour’s 
‘work required. The house in re-passing 
the bill carried this increase in wages. 
In. vetoing the bill the President said: 
‘‘At the otitset of the war I feJt it 
my duty to urge all employers in the 
United States to make a special effort 
to see to it that the conditions of labor 
were in no respect altered unfavorably 
to the laborers.

Congressmen Are Doubtful. 


If the committee is informed that the 
President desires the legislation to be 
exercised in a serious emergency, there 
will be no opposition to granting it. On 
the other hand, judged by the present 
attitude of some members of the com- 
mittee, such authority will be granted 
most unwillingly if it is the first move 


in the direction of taking over and op- 
erating the telegraph and. telephone 
companies during the war. 

It is generally elieved that the latter 
policy is in the minds. of certain mem- 
bers of his Cabinet. Postmaster Gen- 
eral Burleson, who might be expected 
to be the Director General of the sys- 
tems, appeared in the House after the 
resolution had been considered by the 
interstate and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee. 

The best information available tonight 
is that the President himself meérely 
wants emergency authority, but radical 
members of his party and Mr. Burleson 
are eager to have the lines brought un- 
der Government control and operation 
during the war’as a forerunner to a 
fixed peace policy. Mr. ‘Burleson has 
recommended such a policy for the last 
two years, arguing that these organiza- 
tions are an integral part of the postal 
systems and should be controlled by the 
Government in the United States as 
they are in other countries.

UNION FAVORS FEDERAL RULE. 


Proposal to Take Over Lines. 


CHICAGO, July 1.—Government oper- 
ation of the telegraph lines would be 
welcomed by. the telegraph operators, 
according to Sylvester J. Konenkamp, 
President of the Commercial Telegra-— 
phers’ Union, today. His order against 
the Western Union would be nullified 
in case the Government acted. 

“ That is the logical thing to be done,” 
said Mr. Konenkamp, when informed of 
the proposed.action. ‘‘ The telephone 
wires can be used for the transmission 
of telegraph messages, and a co-ordina- 
tion of the two utilities would naturally 
follow Government control. Such ac- 
tion would release a large number of 
men for other service, 

“*T have had no advance information 
on the subject,” said Mr.. Sunny, Pres- 
ident ‘of the Chicago Telephone Com- 
pany. ‘ Until I see what action. is 
taken I would not caréato make any 
comment. As to the effect, I have not 
given it any thought. If the Govern- 
ment decides to take the step there will 
be nothing for us to. do, of course, but 
to accede, especially if it is done as a 
wartime measure.” 

Colonel L. D. Wildman of the United 
States Signal Corps is keeping close 
watch on the situation. -He visited the 
headquarters of the union today and 
held a _ conference with Mr. onen- 
kamp. He then called on E. J. Thomas, 
Chairman of the General Grievance 
Committee’ of the Order of Railroad 
Telegraphers. : 

“I shall take no action in the~mat- 
ter,”” said Colonel Wildman tonight, 
‘unless I receive orders to.do so from 
Washington or from General Barry.”’ 

Charges that the Western Union Com- 
pany was importing girls to be used as 
strikebreakers were made tonight’ by 
Konenkam in a formal statément, 
which reads: ; 
“The Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany has already imported twenty-five 
girls from out-of-town points to Chi- 
cage during the last week to act as 
strikebreakers. At least this number 
have been kept at the Atlantic Hotel 
since Thursday ‘or Friday of last week. 
While the,company has pretended that 
these girls have been brought into the 
city to learn to operate automatic tele- 
graph machines, the employes who have 

een Operating these machines for the 
last eight or ten years are convinced 
that the unusual custom of keeping 
employes at hotels at the company’s ex- 
pense is the best indication of what is 
expected: of them. 

‘“ Minor. officials of the Western 
Union hawe béen enn throughout the 
day. circulating, reports that employes 
who, strike .are. Healy to be put into 
prison. A number of complaints have 
reached me today about this practice of 
the company, and the men and women 
have been told to pay no attention to 
such reports,and to remember that paey 
are American .citizens, possessing all

Newspapers Should Emphasize Pub- 
lisher’s Paramount Qualifications.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Any doubt 
that William R.. Hearst is a candidate 
for the Democratic Party’s nomination 
or.‘some..other. party’s nomination for 
Governor of New York appears to have 
been removéd by the publication today 
in. The Washington Times of an edi- 
torial by Arthur Brisbane, Mr. Hearst’s 
principal editor, calling on Mr, Hearst 
to announce his candidacy for Gov- 
ernor. ‘The editorial takes up a solid 
page.. It is printed in big type, and is | 
surmounted by headlines running clear 
across the page, reading as follows: 

“To William Randolph Hearst: Why 
don’t you run for Governor of New 
York, beginning your campaign NOW, 
and’ give those experts in patriotism 
something to think about?’’  . 

Mr, Brisbane said at. the time The 

Washington’ Times was bought .from 
Frank A. Munsey-that he was the pur- 
chaser. He is still its editor, as well as 
the editor: of: Mr.. Hearst’s newspaper, 
The .New ,York Evening Journal. - Re- 
cently,.when Mr.. Hearst bought The 
Chicago ..Herald, and, amalgamated it 
with his Chicago morning newspaper, 
The Examiner, _Mr.. Brisbane.was. put 
in .charge of the publication. The 
Washington Times prints editorials of 
Mr. Brisbane that appease in The Even- 
ing Journal, and it. has most of. the 
comic features of that publication.- Ev- 
erything goes to show that Mr. Brisbane 
speaks by. authority when he urges Mr. 
Hearst to seek the Governorship. 
The appeal’ to. Mr. Hearst from his 
principal editor and associate to an- 
nounce that he is a candidate for Gov- 
ernor of New Yorkcomes at a time when 
Mr: Hearst and his newspapers are be- 
ing severely criticised on account of 
their attitude in the war. The editorial 
is published two days before the big 
Fourth of July party which Mr. Hearst 
is to give in New York and to which 
he has invited ‘a majority of members 
of the Senate: and the ouse. ‘Those 
who. have .accepted. are to be Mr. 
Hearst’s ests’in New York and are 
to travel from Washington to New York 
and back again at his expense. The 
Governorship boom and r.

Wants Hearst to Boost Himself. 


Mr, Brisbane's page editorial is large- 
ly devoted to boosting Mr. Hearst's 
newspapers and denouncing other news- 


apets in New York. Mr. Brisbane tells 
Mir Hearst that ‘‘ you have your 
audience, your gigantic family of read- 
ers and supporters, already made, al- 
ways within reach.’ He wants Mr. 
Hearst to ‘start right away with a 
series of big mass meetings at Madison 
Square Garden. and Cooper Union and 
up the State... The circulation of the 

earst newspapers is brought into the 
appeal when Mr. Brisbane urges Mr. 
earst to talk every day ‘‘to that gi- 
gantic mass meéeting of readers, num- 
bering several millions, that gather in 
your éditoria! and news columns every 
-— in the year.” 

r. Hearst’s newspaper critics are at- 
tacked by Mr. Brisbane. 
“The newspapers that fight Hearst 
don’t mention ‘the fact that regularly 
for twenty»yédrs Hearst -has..compelled | 
them to-inerease the pay of their em-. 
loyes by setting the example,” says 

r. Brisbane.’ And he continues: - 

-““ They don’t say that the success of 
Hearst's great newspapers has put their 
noses out of joint. ,They don’t tell the 
public what ‘their managers ‘tell this 
writer, that ‘it is enough to break a 
man’s heart to go around New York 
trying to get advertising in the face of 
suck competition and circulation as-that 
‘of The New York -Evening Journal.’ 
The facts don’t suit them, so they try 
blackguard abuse. And that is not suc- 
cessful, either. , 

“* You.can’t expect those whose steal- 
ing you have interfered with to tell 
‘the truth. . 

*“*Go ahead, W. R. Hearst, and give 
these men who are sunk. up to eir 
chins in ill-gotten money another one of 
those lessons that: they need so often.’’ 

Mr. Brisbane writes Mr. Hearst's an- 
rouncement of his candidacy. Mr.-Bris- 
Lane would have Mr. Hearst start off 
with the statement; ‘‘ Many millions 
of you read my newspapers,’ and he 
would have Mr, Hearst ‘say also: 
* Workingmen know what they get in 
New York, and elsewhere now; what 
they used to get, when every newspaper 
in New York combined ‘with every other 
newspaper to keep wages down before 
my newspapers started.’’ 


One Paragraph About the War. 


Except for mention that problems (not 
enumerated) will follow the war, there 
is only one paragraph in the editorial 
that suggests the great’ struggle in 
which the nation is engaged, and this 
is phrased by Mr. Brisbine under the 
suggestion that the language be adopted 
by Mr. Hearst in his appeal to the

Nothing. is said in the editorial about 
winning the war or about those who are 
seeking to hamper the Government in 
that purpose. ‘ 

The platform upon which Mr. Bris- 
bane would have Mr. Hearst run has 
mainly to do with money, ‘“ The trouble 
is with MONEY.’’. Mr. Brisbane would 
have Mr. Hearst say in the suggested 
announcement that Mr. Brisbane has 
written for him. Mr. Brisbane would 
have Mr. Hearst say to the voters that 
the Governor of New York could in- 
vestigate what has been done _ with 
money. He would have Mr. Hearst 
promise as Governor ‘‘ to indicate to the 

ublic which are the right kind of 
inanciers.’’ As Governor, Mr. Hearst, 
in ‘the words written by Mr. Brisbane 
4 for his suggested announcement, would 
discourage: the: selling of whisky, but 
‘‘ regulate and permit wise temperance, 
allowing the workingman to have his 
beer and the light wine, which do not 
diminish efficiency.”’

PARIS, July 1.—A minor revolution in 

French banking methods was inaugurat- 

ed togay by the formal introduction of 

what is known as thé postal check sys- 
tem. -This system means, in brief, that 
the French \Government has gone into 
the banking business on a wholesale 
scale, and that very, shortly more than 

18,000 Post Offices throughout the coun. 

try will be handling a banking business. 

The system is extremely simple. Draw- 
ing accounts may be opened henceforth 
by amy person at any Post Office sub- 
ject to a deposit of cash, the basic con- 
dition being that the account remains 
alive so long as there is a balance of 
$10 left avaflable as a guarantee. Once 
the account is opened the depositor re- 
ceives.a check book, a deposit book, and: 
a boek of blank drafts. 

Suppositig that a customer having an 
account in Paris wishes to pay a bill 
which he owes a merchaft in Marseilles 
who has.a similar account in that city; 
he merely sends a draft to the postal 
check bureau in Paris, directing that 
payment be made to the account of the 
Marseilles merchant. If the holder of 
an account be absent in the country, he 
can make the same payment merely by 
handing the same kind of a draft to the 
postman whe delivers his letters. 

If the payee has no postal check ac- 
count, payment can be made by an or- 
dinary. money order, the amount of 
which is debited ‘to the payer’s account. 
The cost cannot exceed 6 cents, no mat- 
ter what the amount involved may be. 

A start was made today in Paris, 
Lyons, Marseilles, Bordeaux, Nantes, 
and Clermont-Ferrand, and the other 
towns and villages of the country will 
follow in due course. It is expected 
that the system, which has existed in 
many other countries, will be extensive- 
ly adopted by banks and ‘insurance com- 


od panies for the payment of coupons and 


premiums. The departure is regarded 
as further evidence that France is de- 
termined to make every effort to mod- 
ernize her commercial system.

cles, their title was not disputed. 

The Administration at Washington 
has taken its stand upon the pro- 
test transmitted through Ambassador 
FLETCHER to. President CABRANZA on 
Feb. 19, 1918, and there will be no 
retreat. To abate its just demands 
would: be to play fast and loose with 
its obligation to protect American citi- 
zens in Mexico in their indefeasible 
rights. The principle upon which the 
State Department is acting was stated 
in terms that cannot be misunderstood 
in the note of protest: 

The seizure or spoliation of property 
at the mere will of the sovereign and 
without due legal process, fairly ‘and 
equitably administered, has always 
been regarded: as a denial of justice 
‘and as affording internationally a 
basis of interposition. 

The United States Government, 
while insisting upon the benefit of law 
and prescription for its citizens, makes 
no threats. it says in simple terms, 

but firmly, that the same justice and 
fair dealing pledged by the United 
States to the people of Mexico will be 
expected in return from: the Carranza 
Government. That a condition of con- 
straint and friction now exists between 
the two countries is not to be denied, 
but in no sense can it be called a‘ cri- 
sis. It is susceptible. of diplomatic 
settlement, and unless President CakR- 
RANZA surrenders to malign influences, 
the cloud on our relations with Mex- 
ico will soon pass away. 











CURIOSITIES OF FINANCIAL * 
MORALS. 

Some of our consciéntious lawmakers 
are hegitating about statutes against 
the drink evil because of the loss to 
the whisky interests. Others of our 
lawmakers swallow financial camels 
more easily than those who strain at 
such a gnat. For instance, the Govern- 
ment finds no difficulty about turn- 
ing ‘back some 1,700 short lines of 
railways to their owners, while at 
the same time. taking. away the ‘busi- 
hess necessary to the existence of not 
a few of them: Yesterday was pub+| - 
lished the total of- the Government's 
“advances” to railways from the 
“ revolving fund,” and the assurance 
of the Diregtor of Finances in the 
Government railway administration 
that there should be no uneasiness 


in the care of the Goverttment. It 
would more strengthen confidence in 
railway finance if the Director should 
state that the ,Government had paid 
its dues to the railways and would 
make a contract with them less in the 
manner of the Interstate Commission 
than is the apparent present inten- 
tion. 

There has been unfavorable comment 
upon the. Government's treatment of 
the capital invested in the postal 
tubes. The money never would have 
been spent: but for reliance upon the 
Government's using the tubes when 
provided. Now the Government re- 
fuses even to allow an impartial ap- 


cording to their worth. If worth 
nothing, nothing should be paid for 
them. The owners of the tubes are 
not entitled to protection against the 
competition of automobiles or elec- 
tricity. But there is a feeling that 
the Government is ridding itself of 
an obligation to the tube owners in'a 
manner recognized as immoral when 
Wall Street practitioners depress -se- 
curities before accumulating them. 

There 4s no suggestion that the 
Government is aware that it is doing 
wrong. Certainly there is belief that 
the Government means no wrong. 
But that is not the point. It is less 
important what the Government 
thinks of its policies in such matters 
than what investors and the public 
think of them. It is too plain for 
remark that investors do not, think 
that the Government treats capital 
fairly. Nobody suggests that the Gov- 
ernment should make advances to iIn- 
dustrials. ‘There is no need, because 
industrials have not been depressed 
by -the Government action, since the 
Government ceased its pernicious ac- 
tivities in the prosecution. of com- 
binations. which do not restrain trade 
in a manner detrimental to public in- 
terests. 
railways are, therefore, rather be- 
cause of wrong treatment than assur- 
ance of right treatment. ; 

It does not help the Government 
that. it means well, and thinks ‘that 
it does well. When the Government 
is asking for billions of credit; it*sub- 
mits itself to the judgment of those 
who alone can give credit, and their 
opinion is that the Government .is not 
sympathetic or just in its treatment of 
capital.

WHEAT FOR HOLLAND. 

Two large ships, the Java and the | 
Stella, with cargoes of wheat from 
this country for Holland, arrived safe- 
ly last week at Rotterdam. In May 
our Government promised to send 
without delay three ships loaded with 
grain, if three should at the same 
‘time start from Dutch ports to replace 
them. But Germany would not give 
safe conduct for these vessels, She 
virtually threatened to sink them if 
they should sail for America, and, 
emphasized her threat by seizing atk 
Dutch ships in neighboring waters. 
Whereupon the Netherlands Govern; 
ment forbade departure of Dutch ves- 
sels from home ports, and the ship- 
ment of wheat was delayed because 
eur Government’s conditions could 
not be satisified. Three weeks after 
this order was issued, submarines 
shelled and sank Dutch fishing boats 
and the hospital ship Koningen Re- 
gentes. This did not indicate that 
Germany had withdrawn her threat 
and consented to ‘permit the exchange 
of ships. 

But now two cargoes ee reached 
a Dutch port, and it may be assumed 
that vessels in exchange have started 
from Holland. They may already 
have arrived on this side. No modifi- 
cation of the original conditions has 
been reported. The grain carriers 
may have had such a naval escort as 
was sent with the three ships bearing 
grain for Switzerland, or submarines 
may have failed to see them. Their 
cargoes will be gladly received by the 
Dutch people, for whom they are proof 
of our Government's sincerity in its 
offer of help. 
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BROWN OF WATERTOWN. 

Mr. E.Lon R. Brown of Watertown 
was first elected to the State Senate 
twenty years ago. . In ‘three ‘suc- 
cessive terms:he learned the business. 
He has been adding to his mastery 
of it ever since. From his return to 
the Senate in 1913 he has shown so 
uniformly and brilliantly his pre-em- 
inent and profound comprehension of 
parliamentary law, the processes of 
legislation, the needs and resources 
of the State, he has studied so at- 
tentively the annual legion of bills, 
that he has come to’ manner a* ‘place 
apart, 

He is an. expert, carious indit- 
ferent to the effect of his official ac- 
tion upon his political fortunes. He 
is not only the Republican leader of 
the Senate. He is the leader of the 
whole Senate, the wisest, most ex- 
perienced head in it, Princeps Sena- 
tus. He has definité principles. He 
hasn’t let himself be charmed by the

ways. Ten years’ accumulations of 
interest, increase of costs, loss of use 
to riders, decrease in tax valuations, 
are among the considerations which 
Jessen thanks to those who have 
caused them, with- whatever ex- 
cellence of intentions. Now that the 
benefits are beginning, they will ac- 
cumulate as the drawbacks | have 
done, but for longer periods, and to 
greater totals, if they are allowed. 
There are signs of this already in the 
redistribution of travel. between the 
old and the new lines. The large and 
growing business on the Broadway 
subway is reflected in better accom- 
modations to those still using the old 
subway. The loss to the Interbor- 
ough is gain to the Brooklyn sys- 
tem and to its riders. The nickels 
they keep in their. pockets make the 
cost of living more endurable to 
them and raise the values of Brook- 
lyn house property of the sott which 
home lovers ought to be able to own, 
and which is not procurable in Man- 
hattan. The same'is true of Queens 
and some sections north of the Har-

There are no official ‘figures of the 
distance ridden for a ‘nickel on the 
average, but it has. been said that 
all who. ride over five.miles get, more 
than, their’ money’s worth, and that 
the companies would’ be ‘better off 
without such business.” Without fig- 
ures, it can be said with confidence 
that’ only curiosity | riders cover a 
nickel’s full distance in the subways. 
A’ great majority ride less than ‘half 
of a nickel’s limit, for that is all that 
is necessary to cover the rides most 
farepayers’/ want to take, 

The longest rides are those to 
Coney Island, but they cannot be had 
for a nickel. The cost and bother of 
payment and collection of zone fares 
go far to nullify the economies of the 
system. ~But such considerations are 
trivial in comparison with the fact 
that the zone system would nullify 
the main reason for the expenditure 
of some hundreds of millions. The 
zone system promotes congestion of 
population and puts a penalty upon 
distribution of it. The dual subway 
system was built “because the city 
was suffocated by its excess of per- 
sons to the acre.and to the building, 
and it was necessary to stop it for 
the reduction of the statistics of 
crime and disease. These benefits 
are just beginning to be realized 
when it is proposed to check them 
with the same excellent {ntentions ag 
those which have worked so badly 
én a financial sense. For a time the 
dual subway system should be let 
alone. When it is necessary to tinker 
with it, only those should meddle 
with the task who have prudence 
gained by experience in a subject 
which. has fifty years sof history 
marked with ‘piémishes through the 
miscarriage of good intentions from 
defective knowledge of the subject. 

CRETE RE ARTE 
THRIFT HINTS. ; 

There is’ much exhortation to thrift, 
but somewhat too little of instruction. 
As usual, Mr. Hoover is as strong on 
practice as others are on theory. In 
one ton of garbage, according to his 
organization, there is enqugh glycerin 
to make explosives for fourteen shells, 
enough fat and acid for seventy-five 
pounds of soap, and enough fertilizer 
to grow eight bushels of wheat. That 
does not exhaust the list, which be- 
comes truly formidable when multi- 
plied by the hundreds of cities which 
have thousands of tons of. garbage. 
Among cities of over 100,000 popula- 
tion, twenty-four are charged with 
wasting materials for over four million 
pounds of nitroglycerin, forty million 
‘cakes of soap, fertilizer for three ‘mill- 
rion bushels of wheat, ‘and s0 on, The 
value wasted is put at five million 
‘dollars.. for 5,000,000.. population, or 
‘oné-twentieth of the.  aapional. popula- 
tion.

The 
figures are almost good enough to 
suggest that the army garbage is rich- 
er in food values than it ought to be, 
and that the saving of food might per- 
haps be greater than the production 
of pork from the waste: In the-Brit- 
ish: army schools even the dishwater 
is put through a process, and it is 
thought worth while to. save ten 
ounces of grease from the plates of 
1,000 men. Our Merchants’ Associa- 
tion asserts that Boston spends $20 in 
treatment of 1,000,000 gallons of ‘sew- 
age, and obtains $90.94 worth of am- 
monia, grease, fertilizer, and other 
commerctal products. It is too famil- 
iar information that our own sewage 
pollutes our waters, and that our 
garbage plants pollute the air we 
breathe. The neighborhoods of Bar- 
ren Island and of some parts of Staten 
Island are hardly habitable because ‘of 
the escape of noxious gases. The 
damage thus done is a debit against 
the credit of such thrift, and it seems 


as though the process might be carried. 


further with more profit. 

Other thrift hints are afforded by 
discontinuing temptations to extrava- 
gance. For example, fabric mills are 
showing 1,000 styles, but the bulk of 
the trade is done in 100 or 200 at most. 
The discontinuance of 800 styles would 
release great ‘quantities of locked- 
up material; capital, mathinery, and 
labor. The styles of shoes might be 
reduced by half, the shades of paint by 
two-thirds, and automobile tires from 
287 sizes to ten or a dozen. In one 
New Jersey. town the grocers have 
saved fifty-five men’ by reducing their 
deliveries to one daily. Twenty-six 
department stores have reduced their 
delivery force from 600 to 218 men, 
and from 241 automobiles to 97. When 
these things are done for profit, they 
offend. When they are done for thrift 
and to help win the war, they deserve 
commendation and imitation.

Necessity Boards now engaged in 
Turns to © enrolling the men who 
Privilege. have attained the age of 


21 since the June of 1917 
there comes the statement that there has 
begn a most notable change from a year 
ago-in the spirit and tone of those under 
examination. -At the time of the first 
draft there was displayed, not exactly a 
general disinclination to enter the mili- 
tary service of the country, but in very 
many cases a willingness verging on 
eagerness to make the most of any good 
reason they could present for, remaining 
at home. This was in addition to cases 
not a few in which a disposition was 
manifested to exaggerate excuses into 
what would pass for reasons, and there 
were frequent presentations of wives 
and children as living proof of depen- 
dency that should secure exemption. 

Now, nothing of the kind is seen, and 
there is a practically unanimous desire 
on the part of the men called, nots to 
keen out of the war, but to get into it. 
Again and again they say, ‘‘ I suppose I 
must register. but the fact is that I have 
‘already enlisted,’ ’\and the inquiries most 
often heard, after registration has been 
accomplished, are, ‘‘ How soon do you 
think I'll get to camp?” and ‘*‘ What’s 
the chance of going-to France at once?.’’ 

As there is no ground for supposing 
that this change has’ been observed in 
only a single place, the change of atti- 
tude is significant. The comparison be- 
tween this year and last, however, is 
not wholly fair, as the registrants in the 
one instance included many older men, 
who really did have dependents for 
whom the departure of the family 
breadwinner would have serious conse- 
quences, while now they have all at- 
tained their majority within the last few 
months, and most of. them are more ‘or 
less nearly free to enter upon the great 
adventure without causing other than 
emotional suffering to anybody. 

Nevertheless, there seems to have been 
measurable change, even among the 
young men.concerning whom comparison 
really is fair. They are all awake at 
present to the meaning of the war, and 
they regard participation in it as a high 
privilege, not as a hard necessity. The 
would-be slacker, if he still exists, has 
become inaudible, and the impulse to 
fight for the cause recognized as good is 
well-nigh universal among the youth to 
whom the opportunity has come.

Military peculiar and varied in- 
Necessity terest to millions of 
Forgotten. Germans, as ‘well as to 


other millions outside of 
Germany, was told in what seemed to 
bea well-authenticated dispatch yester- 
day. It was to the effect that the Kal- 
ser has asked--which is the sate thing, 
of course, as ordered—that the Trappist 
monastery on the Mont des Cats be not 
bombarded. The reason given for this 
unprecedented consideration for an ec- 
clesiastical building was that if its aged 
prior were killed nobody would know 
where Prince Max of Hesse, one of the 
Kaiset’s relatives, was buried, and his 
body could not be exhumed and returned 
to his bereaved parents. 

It has long been known that the young 
Prince died in that monastery of wounds 
received in battle, and it has been fre- 
quently stated that the prior, in response 
to inquiries as to the place of burial, had 
refused to disclose it until the Germans 
were out of France and Belgium. 
Whether or not it is likely that the Kai- 
ser would issue the orders reported—that 


‘|is a matter of opinion. There is noth- 


ing unplausible, however, in the report 
of his action, for, holding the notions he 
does with respect to the extent .and 
source of royal privileges, it would be 
perfectly natural for him to qualify his 
precious doctrine. of ‘‘ military neéces- 
sity ’’’ when his family interests could 


‘be served by doing it. 


He would not dream, of course, of di- 
verting his cannon, no matter what they 
destroygd or whom they killed, for any 
less ‘reason than that the members of his 
sacred house were going to be inconven- 
ienced or grieved. To prevent that may 
well be ‘‘ military neceSsity ’’ of the very 
highest kind, from his point of view, and

KNOW YOUR ENEMY. 


Stories of German Military Weak- 
ness to be Discounted. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The great illusion of this war has been 
to minimize the German. The war 
would have been won long ago if we 
had not been deceived by insidious 
propaganda. When I left Australia, 
three years ago, my friends said: ‘‘ The 
war will be over before you get to the 
front.” They believed that Germany 
was at the starvation point; that Aus- 
tria was breaking up; that social revo- 
lution would destroy the whole fabric 
of Prussian militarism. They little un- 
derstood the efficiency of the military 
machine that had been elaborately built 
up for over forty years. That efficiency 
exists today and is accentuated. 

There are many popular illusions con- 
cerning the German as a fighter. , 

The Hun is no coward. ‘He does not 
hold up his hand and cry, ‘ Mercy, 
kamerad.”’ He is a bloodlust beast wha 
violates nuns, and -bayonets guiltless 
priests and innocent women and babes. 
But he is a wonderful fighter and knows 
how to die.; .The man at the front knows 
this. He sees him every day. The man 
at home does not, and so he ridicules 
the Hun and so {weakens our estimate 
of the mén we have to fight. 

The German is not goaded or bayoneted 
on by his officers. The Kaiser and his 
chiefs have succeeded in persuading the 
Hun that he is fighting a war of de- 
fense to preserve the fatherland, and he 
fights and acts on that impulse. He 
needs no other incentive. I have often 
héard stories of Huns who were. forced, 
at the point of the officer’s~ pistol, tq 
make the attack; of men who . were 
chained to machine guns; of troops 
ordered to be shot if they returned to 
their.own trenches. But on investiga- 
tion these legends vanish into the air. 
If true they would furnish pleasant food 
for reflection; but they are not true 
and.only tend to weaken our own effort. 

The German’ prisoner is not a weak- 
ling. He is the reverse. Of all the 
prisoners I have seen coming in_after 
an attack or in’ working gangs along 
the roads in France there was scarcely 
one who was not of good physique and 
a first-class fighting man. There were 
cases, no doubt, where the Hun, after 
being fn the line for weeks or in No 
Man’s Land for days, has come in with 
mud-thick clothes and generally worn 
and unkempt. But this is incidental to 
the business of war., The German Gen- 
eral Staff take good care that the fight- 
ing man has everything ergs Bay to 
carry on the fight. 

The German is not half-starved. “What- 
ever privations the civil population may 
endure, the soldier does not suffer. The 
truth that ‘‘an army marches on its 
stomach” is not a newly discovered 
maxim. It is older than Napoleon and 
German officers know every axiom of 
the war game. Sometimes, after days 
of long attack and bitter fighting, many 
troops are on short or no. rations. It 
was so with the British during the re- 
treat from Mons; it was so, in part, 
with the: Germans in their last great. 
drives. These are unavoidable incidents, 
quickly adjusted at the first opportunity. 

The fact is that the circulation of such 
reports is all part of German propa- 
‘ganda. The Hun seeks to create in the 
minds of the Allies an impression of 
weakness. Such an atmosphere en- 
genders a false confidence which must 
always tell in their favor. And no front- 
line troops likely to become prisoners 
have letters upon them eomplaining of 
food shortage and war weariness and 
the like. This has been so since the 
earliest stages of the war. Yet there 
was no war-weariness ‘in the recent 
great drives; there is no evidence of it 
today. In the same way German 
census, figures were “faked” to show 
a smaller population than actually ex- 
isted. Why? Surely that their enemies 
would regard their man power as of 
diminished value. And so the vicious 
circle of deception goes on. 

Our answer and our duty are clear. 


Every report of German weakness from 
German sources or from our own foolish 
habit of self-deception mast dis- 
counted, Every ounce of available 
strength must be put into the stream 
of activity that can alone defeat the 
greatest eens of poder times.

May I, be permitted to say a few 
words more without being suspected of 
bembarding you. with opinions or at- 
}tempting to force them upon. you in 
regard. to Russian conditions? - 

One of your correspondents says this 
mornirig (Saturday, June 29) that the: 
only Russians who should. be sent on 
propaganda work to Russia-Siberia 
must be members of the Russian. Ortho- 
dox Church, since the Church is. the 
only thing which the Bolsheviki. have 
not touched and which retains its for- 
mer influence... That is the solid: truth. 
I wished to say it, but realized that it 
would come with far more force from 
a Russian, and I am glad one of them 
has said it in public. I have main- 
tained that same thing for many 
months. : 

At the annual meeting last October of 
‘the American branch of the Anglican 
and Eastern Churches Association, (the 
head society is in England,) in a speech 
on conditions in Russia, whence I 
had recently returned, ‘I asserted that 
the ‘Church was the one stable, perma- 
nent branch of the administration, in 
fact was the sole government in the 
ordinary sense of that word, the sole 
factor which would hold the country to- 
gether in the long run. ‘ 

Those of us, Russians or Americans, 
(in Russia or in America,) who had 
been present at the happenings of the 
revolution, or had merely kept close 
watch of them through the able dis- 
patches to the. American press, (THE 
Timms had the very best of these, I may 
hinterpolate,) had long realized that 
Kerensky was a weakling, a temporizer, 
@ political ‘‘ climber.” We had waited, 
hoping against hope, that he possessed 
a natural moral backbone, or es 
grow one. 

At the great meeting in Moscow, wit 
long before the march of Genera’ Kor- 
niloff on Petrograd, Kerensky had a 
lukewarm reception, in comparison with 
that accorded to Korniloff, who was en- 
thusiastically applauded when he said 
that a strong hand was imperatively 
necessary, and at once. -Kerensky, nev- 
ertheless, continued his policy of con- 
ciliating ‘all parties by abrogating the 
death penalty one day, restoring it the 
next, (and repeating the process,) de- 
moralizing and disorganizing ‘the army 
one day, the next setting a date on 
which all soldiers must return to the 
colors or suffer the extreme penalty— 
whatever that may have been at the 
moment—and. repeating that process 
three or four times. He fully succeeded 
in adding a new animal to natural his- 
tory--the ‘‘ spellbinder jellyfish.’” One 
of the habits of that creature is—well, 
call it ‘‘ unreliability of action” by way 
of being diplomatically polite. 

When he perceived the results which

When he became the Grand 
Russian Pooh-bah, Premier, Minister of 
War, Minister of Marine—and the 
‘“‘whole show” practically—he estab- 
lished himself in the former Czar’s pri- 
vate apartments in the Winter Palace. 
He was not the hereditary heir to the 
throne; he was not the elected chief 
of the nation. The heir.to the throne 
would never have been guilty of such 
arrogance; no one but the elected 
ruler had the right to those ‘Yooms.

Impressions of a Member of the 
American Mission. | 


To the Dditor of The New York Times: 

Since I left the United States on 
March 28 Ihave lived through eventful 
days. I arrived in England in the most 
perilous hour of the nation's history, 
an hour in which ;liberty and honor 
seemed to hang in ‘the balance. The re- 
ception in England of our labor mission 
was kindly. Instead of being looked 
upon as intruders we were accepted as 
brothers. Indeed, one would have sup- 

osed the mission to be of equal im- 
Crease with the battle then raging !n 
Flanders. 

The visit of the’ mission to France was 
of interest and importance. Its work 
has penetrated even Government circles. 
James Wilson did a brave thing in ask- 
ing the Government here to co-operate 
with labor. Unity in every department 
under Allies’ coritrol is essential, and 
all the resources that mind and body 
can give, and from every man, without 
which we cannot win the war. 

I hope that’ you will be able to influ- 
ence our Government to make free use 
of cement, the importance of which can- 
not be overestimated. The German, as 
we have seen in peace times, under- 
stood the use of cement and concrete 
building. Modern architecture and con- 
struction in Germany is an example, 
Close on her footsteps in this construe- 
tion came America. Let America lose 
no time on the warring front in making 
use of her knowledge in this direction, 
The ench ignore it. Had such con- 
struction been given the attention it 
deserves we would have been spared 
the last “ surprise.’’- There is a great 
lack of cement here—a lack of that—and: 
forethought! 

Perhaps, when we entered the war, 
we did not fully realize the importance 
of every hour gained; and that the loss 
of an hour might mean the loss of 
countless lives—even the battle itself, 


I hope there is still time! Labor in 
.America will do its best, I know. We 


| ways remember they. have borne the 


burden of the fighting here for four 
years. They have also been witnesses 
to the blunders committed by our allies 
during those years of ‘warfare. 

It is so easy to sit back after a good 
dinner and talk about the insignificant 
losses at the front—to say, ‘‘ Ils se font 
tuer -admirablement ” and ‘‘‘ Les pertes 
etaient ridicules.” If one voice is taised 
to say that perhaps had politics played 
less part in the war the sacrifices now 
demanded would have been unnecessary, 
it is enough to brand one as unpatriotic:

People Will Wear Stars and Stripes 
and Hold July 4 Meetings.

MELBOURNE, July 1.—Preparations 
made to celebrate America’s national 
day, July 4, are widespread throughout 
Australia in recognition of America’s 
enormous services to tHis country and 
the Allies in. the present stage of the 
war.

949 OF SOCIETY II IN SERVICE. 


Summer Register for 1918 Shows 
That -367 Are: Fighting Abroad. 


The Summer Social Register for 1918 
indicates the rank of 949 in the service 
of the United States, of .which, ap- 
parently, 867 are abroad. Since-April 1 
only 705 people have been married, as 
against 956 last Spring, the banner sea- 
son for weddings on record. And in the 


death list are numbered 245 men, as 
against 211 last year, and 193 women,

while last year’s register showed 182 
deaths. 

There is a falling off of about 10 
cent. in country residences, probably 


because so many, are. keeping their city 
homes open this Summer because of 
their canteen and Red Cross activities, 
but this decrease falls 15 per cent.

per cent. on seashore residences. Yet 
there are only 3,695 families at the sea- 
shore, as against 3,830 last yvear.- In- 
land, 6,081 families are living, as against 
7,177 last year. Of the coast resorts 
the New England and Western coasts 
show a slight gain over last year. The 
figures indicate that in spite of subma- 
rine activities seashore occupancies have 
gained over those inland. It may be re- 
called that at the time of the. Spanish- 
American war while rumors were afloat 
regarding Cervera’s fleet in June of that 
year seaside cottages almost went beg- 
ging. 

One hundred and ninety families are 
now living abroad, twenty-five more 
than last year, This Summer for the 
first time Detroit is added to the list of 
cities, as it also appeared for the first 
time last Winter in the Winter Register, 
making the twenty-second to be listed.

No final agreement was reached at yes- 
terday’s conference, the chief feature of 
which was the frank declaration of the |' 
bankers that they would not undertake 
to make a loan to China unless they 
were assured of the assistance and co- 
operation of the State Department. The 
bankers feel that such an assurance is 
vital in view of the reversals in the-atti- 


negotiations in respect to the proposed 
loan of the Six-Power Group, the de- 
neouncement of so-called ‘‘ dollar diplo- 
macy” by W. J. Bryan having com- 
pelled the withdrawal of the American 
group. Moreover, it is pointed out that, 
while the bankers. would not expect an 
absolute guarantee from the United 
States Government in the sense of hay- 
ing the Government indorse the obliga- 
tion of the Chinese’ Republic, it is felt 
that the State Department should lend 
its support to the loan in-such a way as 
to assure the bankers that upon matur- 
pe of the loan it would use its good 
fices in brin ay | about the perment. 
In. view of act that Ch has al- 
ready pledged some of its tax ‘receipts, 
the question of arranging for ample se- 
curity for the proposed loan, and pro-

GOVERNMENT ADDS 
T0 TRADE CONTROL 


Pierre Jay Also Reports In- 
creased Absorption of 
Industrial Products. 


ISSUES MONTHLY ee 


as Restricted Supplies and Labor 
Shortage Will Permit.” 


Widespread absorption by the Govefn- 
ment of industrial products essential for 
war, and increase in the scope of the 
Government’s supervision ever industry, 
especially through control of raw mate- 
rials, are the important features in the 
present business situation, according to 
the monthly report of Pierre Jay, Chair- 
manof the Board of Directors of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of New. York, issued 
yesterday. Business is active, he says, 
and manufacturing is as near maximum | 
capacity as restricted supplies of raw 
material and difficulty in obtaining ade- 
quate labor will permit. ws 

‘Under arrangements made June 6 
between the Government and the Amer- 
ican Iron and: Steel Institute,’’ Mr. Jay 
says, “industries using iron and ‘steel 
on other than war orders will receive lit- 
tle material. About 85 per cent. of the 
pig iron output is reported as being nec- 
essary for war purposes, although the 
present rate of production is the highest 
on record—in May, 8,446,412 gross tons, 
or 111,175 tons per day.’ Practically all 
iron, finished steel, and scrap in the vi- 
cinity of New York City and Buffalo are 
being availed of by plants occupied in 
the production of munitions, raflroad 
equipment, shipyard supplies, and other 
war materials. To avoid excessive con- 
gestion of industry, the War Industries 
Board, with the Fuel and Railroad Ad- 
_ministrations, on June 11 determined 
that no future war orders. should be 
placed in New York, New Jersey, and 
other Eastern territory, unless arranged 
with their joint consent. The Fuel Ad- 
ministration estimates that the country

Commissioner Roper Praises. Thelr 
Hearty Co-operation with © 
the Government.

WASHINGTON. July 1—The grand 


by Internal Revenue. Commissioner 
Roper to be $3,672,000,000, or 272,000,- 
000 in excess of the estimates made by 
committees of Congreas when they were 
preparing the War Revenue act of Oct. 
3, 1917. Details were not furnished. — 

The war revenue law was one of’ the 
most comprehensive méasures of taxa- 
tion ever enacted. It proposed forms of 
taxation never before--tried by any 
Government. Thousands of questions 


+ arose as to its interpretation and appli- 


cation. Hundreds of legal decisions had 
to be made gnd scores of expert ecen- 
omigts were called to the aid of the 
Sporerepons from - parte of saci coun- 
try. 

The eneetinas with the War Revenue 
law shown by the taxpaying public has 
been remarkable. No. serious objection 
to the law has been advanced with any 
‘prospect of controversies in the courts. 
Interests that. hate been placed under 
heavy cortributions have responded 
fairly and the répresentatives of the 
Government have encountered no -seri- 
ous obstruction in their duties of in- 
vestigation and scrutiny. 

With the great mass of small taxpay- 
ers the income tax has proved a safe 
and practical means of getting revenue. 
This has been made to work out. the 
more easily by a systematic campaign 
of education conducted by the Internal 
Revenue Bureau ‘so that«in every part 
of the country and among all classes of 
income-receiving people there has been 
a minimum of uncertainty, and confus- 
ion as to what must be regarded as tax- 
able income and what should be held to 
be entitled to exemption. 


Cost Less Than the Estimate. 


The cost ot collecting this huge bulk 
of taxes has been less than three and 
one-half tenths of 1 per cent. The num- 
ber of officials employed on it was 
increased from.4,000 to ‘8,000 and Con- 
gress allowed $12,700,000 to cover the 
cost of collection, which has been done 
with some: saving of the appropriation.

Washington Finds Many Registrants 
Comply with Order. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—With 4,500 
local boards acting as truant officers, 
the Government’s ‘ work.: or fight‘ 
regulations were put into; éffect today 
with the object of compelling every man 
in the army draft registration lists to 
do his part toward winning the war, 
either by entering the army or engag- 
ing .in some necessary occupation.

Jersey Companies Say They Have a 
Solution of the Problem.

Biggs, State Commissioner of Health, at 
the Academy of Medicine, 17 West Forty- 
third Street, dealing with the obnox- 
ious odors floating over Riverside Drive 
from chemical plants on the New Jersey 
shore opposite, representatives of’ the 
Corn Products Refining Company and 
the General Chemical Company signi- 
fied their intention. of -:taking drastic 
steps that would aid in a solution of 
the problem.
